Biographical Information 

Although Q. David Bowers is well-known to our cli¬ 
ents and most numismatists in America, there will be 
some others who receive this catalogue of Chinese coins 
that might like to learn more. We give some biographical 
details: 

Dave has been in the rare coin business since he was a 
teenager in 1953, including in later times as a founder of 
Stacks Bowers Galleries. He has been central in the show¬ 
casing at auction the greatest collections ever sold, includ¬ 
ing those of T. Harrison Garrett (for the Johns Hopkins 
University), Ambassador and Mrs. R. Henry Norweb, 
Virgil M. Brand, Louis E. Eliasberg, Harry W. Bass, Jr., 
The Cardinal Collection and D. Brent Pogue — accom¬ 
plishments unmatched in professional numismatics. 

Along the way he, sometimes with other family 
members, has explored and collected many specialties. 
A short list includes colonial coins, Hard Times tokens, 
Civil War tokens, counterstamped large cents, obsolete 
and National Bank notes, and, as here, early coins of 
China. The present offering incorporates the magnificent 
collection of Chinese copper coins formed by the late By¬ 
ron White, a prominent figure in that specialty, as well 
as many other additions that have been carefully studied 
and collected over a long period of years. 

Dave is a recipient of the Pennsylvania State Uni¬ 
versity College of Business Administrations Alumni 
Achievement Award (1976); he has served as president of

He is the author of over 50 books, hundreds of auc¬ 
tion and other catalogues, and several thousand articles 
including columns in Coin World (since 1961, the lon¬ 
gest-running column in numismatic history) and The 
Numismatist. 

Dave is a trustee of the New Hampshire Historical 
Society and a fellow of the American Antiquarian Soci¬ 
ety, the American Numismatic Society, and the Massa¬ 
chusetts Historical Society. He has been a key consultant 
for the Smithsonian Institution for decades, beginning 
with the curatorship of Dr. Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, the 
Treasury Department, and the U.S. Mint, and is research 
editor of A Guide Book of United States Coins. For many 
years he was a guest lecturer at Harvard University. This is 
a short list of his honors and accomplishments. In Wolfe - 
boro, New Hampshire he is on the Board of Selectmen 
and is the town historian.

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Cataloging the Q. David Bowers / R.B. White 
Collection of Chinese Copper Coins 

Q. David Bowers / R.B. White 
By Kyle Ponterio 


In the study of numismatics one can learn a lifetimes 
worth of knowledge in a relatively short period of time, 
given the chance and right circumstances. It is not every 
day that one gets the opportunity to catalog an extensive 
collection of any sort. The opportunities are even fewer 
to catalog a cabinet of the magnitude and specialization 
assembled over decades by Q. David Bowers/R.B. White. 
Included in this monumental offering by Stacks Bowers 
and Ponterio are many highly sought after rarities and 
very interesting pieces that have been off the open mar¬ 
ket for 50 years or longer. It was a pleasure and a great 
honor to catalog such a collection, one that encompasses 
so much and yet is very focused. 

Coins produced from copper and its alloys have 
a deeply rooted history in Chinese numismatics. The 
Spring and Autumn period (ca. 770-476 B.C.E) saw the 
introduction of the first metal “coins,” these in the shape 
of knives and spades. In later periods the more familiar 
square-hole Cash were produced. In the late 19 th century, 
the Kwangtung mint, the first mechanized mint of China, 
was set up by the Heatons of Birmingham, England. It 
became the largest mint in the world, surpassing facili¬ 
ties in London, Vienna, Berlin, Osaka, and Philadelphia. 
The first issues from the Kwangtung mint had far reach¬ 
ing implications, as they would set the standard design 
for Chinas new machine-struck coinage. In time, many 
modern mints were set up all over China, resulting in a 
wide variety of styles and characteristics specific to indi¬ 
vidual regions. Though nearly all were based on the first 
issues from the Kwangtung mint, each has its own dis¬ 
tinctions. 

The amount of material that was acquired by Q. Da¬ 
vid Bowers / R.B. White and then painstakingly attribut¬ 
ed could be overwhelming if taken in all at once. To help 
better understand the depth and breadth of this astonish¬ 
ing collection, selections from the late-Qing to the early 
Republic have been selected to highlight the numismatic 
treasures it contains. 



We start with this Anhwei “Flying Dragon” 10 Cash 
undated (ca. 1902-06) with the English spelling of the 
province name blundered, reading “AN-HUI”. It is a type 
and variety that rarely appears on todays market. 


Next is a Kiangsu-Chingkiang Pattern 20 cash (CD 
1906) that is one of only two known and the only example 
in private hands. The other is in the Shanghai museum. 
Since the Chingkiang mint was initially set up to produce 
10 cash size coins they needed additional equipment to 
make this denomination. After a small number were 
struck it was discovered that this new minting equipment 
lacked sufficient power to produce these larger size cop¬ 
per coins. They were never put into full production and 
the equipment was eventually disassembled and sent to 
the Nanjing mint. 



An interesting facet of Chinese numismatics is the 
existence of double obverse or double reverse strikings 
such as this Chekiang 20 Cash undated (ca. 1906) that 
was struck using two obverse dies. 
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Perhaps one of the most legendary and certainly 
among the most recognizable issues is the Szechuan Pat¬ 
tern 30 Cash undated (1904). There are two major types, 
the “Water Dragon” and the “Flying Dragon”, struck in 
two different metals all of which are extremely rare. It is 
believed that for all types combined only about 12 ex¬ 
amples are known, with about half of those permanently 
impounded in institutions. 


In the early years of the Republic there was a dramat¬ 
ic change in the appearance of the coinage. A departure 
from the standard dragon design was implemented and 
many patterns were prepared, but never adopted. The 
Yuan Shih-kai pattern 10 Cash comes in several itera¬ 
tions, but all were rejected. 


The prolific die engraver and head of the Tientsin 
mint from 1910-20, Luigi Giorgi, designed and present¬ 
ed a number of patterns, each featuring his signature “L. 
Giorgi” or “L.G.” These included what would become the 
standard Yuan Shih-kai 1914 Dollars and their subsidiar¬ 
ies, including Cash coinage. 



During the Warlord period various provinces issued 
coinage such as the Honan pattern 500 Cash (500 Wen) 
undated (ca. 1927-28). Struck as a commemorative for 
the Nationalist government, it is one of the highest de¬ 
nomination Chinese Copper coins ever made, but was 
never placed into circulation due to a concern about ris¬ 
ing inflation. 


The “Five Goats” Pattern Cent dated 25 th year of the 
Republic was authorized by Governor Chen Jitang who 
was so well liked by the people of Kwangtung that they 
dubbed him “The Celestial King of the South”. His attempt 
to issue coinage was abandoned when he was forced to 
flee to Hong Kong in July 1936. 


The time leading up to the second Sino-Japanese war 
was filled with tension and uncertainty. A series of pat¬ 
terns was prepared in 1936, all of which are rare. These 
official patterns never made their way into full produc¬ 
tion due to the invasion of the Imperial Japanese army. 
After the July 7, 1937, Lugou Bridge Incident, General 
Song Zheyuan was forced to leave Beijing and production 
for these ceased. 

Chinas rich history can be seen through the coins 
issued from these various periods. The sheer variety of 
what can be collected from just one region is staggering. 
The coins tell a story of political discourse, inflation, re¬ 
bellion and unification.

On November 1, 1919 when Dr. Giuseppe 
Ros wrote about Chinese Tael coinage in the “North China 
Herald” he did not fully understand the significance of 
these pieces stating “Proofs in bronze are known (I have 
seen 3 specimens) of a coin of small diameter - about 
20-cents size - with ((I(Ku) in the center of the obverse 
and legend around (Beiyang jiqi ju); and — 

jx|| (Yi li a ng): 1 Tael, encircled by 2 dragons, on reverse.” 
The same can be said about Edward Kann when he cites 
Ros article and goes on to state “It is not clear whether 
or not Dr. Ros referred to an intended 2-mace PEI YANG 
proof coin; for it is most unlikely that a coin for 1 Tael 
should ever have been designed in this size of a 20-cents 
piece. As Dr. Ros was a serious minded numismatist, his 
words are cited here, though we feel unable to place proper 
meaning on them.” It is clear that neither Ros nor Kann 
suspected that these pieces were trials of gold coins struck 
in copper or brass for presentation purposes. A plausible 
explanation for why this series never made it into full 
production and abandoned could be due to the outbreak of 
the boxer rebellion which lasted from 2 November 1899 - 7 
September 1901. Sharply struck with the design features 
in high relief.

Schuler, which started as a Locksmiths shop in 
1839, had grown to become one of the worlds leaders in 
metal forming and in fact supplied the aforementioned 
mints with coining presses. Minor encrustation which 
probably accounts for the “Environmental Damage”, 
though the planchet is a bit porous.

1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”). Bidding in this Auction 
Sale constitutes acceptance by you (“Bidder”) of all the Terms of Sale stated herein. 
Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots in the Auction Sale 
consigned by the consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment 
agreement with Stacks Bowers (“Consignor” or “Consignors”). A Consignor that 
bids on their own lots in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee than the Buyers 
Premium charged to all other Buyers. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to include in 
any auction sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or related com¬ 
panies, principals, officers or employees. Stacks Bowers may have direct or indirect 
interests in any of the lots in the auction and may collect commissions. THE TWO 
PRECEDING SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION 
OF ALL LOTS CONTAINED IN THE CATALOG. Where the Consignor has repur¬ 
chased a lot and the lot is either returned to the Consignor or otherwise dealt with or 
disposed of in accordance with the Consignor s direction, or pursuant to contractual 
agreement, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to so note in the prices realized or to 
omit a price from the prices realized. Stacks Bowers and its affiliates may bid for 
their own account at any auction. Stacks Bowers and its affiliates may have informa¬ 
tion about any lot that is not known publicly, and Stacks Bowers and its affiliates 
reserves the right to use such information, in a manner determined solely by them 
and for their benefit, without disclosing such information in the catalog, catalog de¬ 
scription or at the auction. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that Stacks Bowers and 
its affiliates are not required to pay a Buyers Premium, or other charges that other 
Bidders may be required to pay and may have access to information concerning the 
lots that is not otherwise available to the public. Any claimed conflict of interest or 
claimed competitive advantage resulting therefrom is expressly waived by all par¬ 
ticipants in the Auction Sale. Lots may carry a reserve (“Reserve”). A Reserve is a 
price or bid below which the Auctioneer will not sell an item or will repurchase on 
behalf of the Consignor or for Stacks Bowers. Reserves maybe confidential and not 
disclosed. The Buyer is the Bidder who makes the highest bid accepted by the Auc¬ 
tioneer, and includes the principal of any Bidder acting as an agent. 

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins and 
currency in this Auction has been determined by independent grading services, and 
those that are not may be graded by Stacks Bowers. Grading of rare coins and cur¬ 
rency is subjective and, even though grading has a material effect on the value of the 
coins and currency, grading may differ among independent grading services and 
among numismatists. Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by 
independent grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding 
such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks 
Bowers and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and 
currency and are intended to identify coins and currency and note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. Stacks Bow¬ 
ers does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor do they in any 
way form the basis for any bid. All photographs in this catalog are of the actual items 
being sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the 
bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent; a 
Bidder by mail, telephone, Internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auction 
Sale. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. All bids 
must be on increment as established by the Auctioneer, or half increment (a cut bid). 
Non-conforming bids will be rounded down to the nearest full increment and this 
rounded bid will be the bidder s high bid. No lot will be broken up unless otherwise 
permitted by the Auctioneer.

Bidder and Live Internet Bidder must bid higher than the highest mail bid to be 
awarded any lot. Cut bids are only accepted on bids greater than $500 and each bid¬ 
der may only execute one cut bid per lot. Bids will not be accepted from persons 
under eighteen (18) years of age without a parents written consent which acknowl¬ 
edges the Terms of Sale herein and agrees to be bound thereby on behalf of the un¬ 
derage Bidder. The auction sale is complete when the Auctioneer so announces by 
the fall of the hammer or in any other customary manner. 

THIS IS NOT AN APPROVAL SALE. Bidders who physically attend the Auction sale, 
either personally or through an agent (“Floor Bidders”) should carefully examine all 
lots which they are interested in purchasing. Bidders who bid by telephone, either 
personally or through an agent, or through our live auction software receive a similar 
benefit as Floor Bidders in being able to actively participate in the live Auction Sale 
(“Telephone Bidders” and “Live Internet Bidders”). Except as otherwise expressly 
provided in these Terms of Sale, NO PURCHASED ITEMS MAY BE RETURNED 
FOR ANY REASON. All prospective Bidders who examine the lot(s) prior to the 
Auction Sale personally assume all responsibility for any damage that Bidder causes 
to the lot(s). Stacks Bowers shall have sole discretion in determining the value of the 
damage caused, which shall be promptly paid by such Bidder. 

Certain auctions or auction sessions, will be conducted exclusively over the Internet, 
and bids will be accepted only from pre-registered Bidders. 

STACK’S BOWERS IS NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR ANY ERRORS IN BIDDING. All 
Bidders should make certain to bid on the correct lot and that the bid is the bid 
intended.

6. Payment. Payment is due immediately upon the fall of the auctioneers hammer. Pay¬ 
ment is delinquent and in default if not received in full, in good funds, within fourteen

ing of the essence. Unless otherwise agreed in writing prior to the Auction Sale, all auc¬ 
tion sales are payable strictly in U.S. Dollars, Hong Kong Dollars or Chinese Renminbi. 
All invoices will be made in United States Dollars. If paying in Hong Kong Dollars or 
Chinese Renminbi, Buyers invoices will be credited with the amount of U.S. Dollars 
received from Auctioneers bank. Payments maybe made by credit card, Paypal, Union 
Pay, check, wire transfer, money order and cashiers check. Cash transactions will be 
accepted in the sole discretion of Stacks Bowers, and if accepted, for any cash transac¬ 
tion or series of transactions exceeding $10,000, a Treasury Form 8300 will be filed.

We accept 
payment by Visa, MasterCard, American Express, Discover or Paypal for invoices up 
to $2,500, with a maximum of $10,000 in any 30 day period. All payments are subject 
to a clearing period. Checks drawn on U.S. banks will be subject to up to a 10 business 
day hold, and checks drawn on foreign banks will be subject to a 30 day hold. Stacks 
Bowers reserves the right not to release lots for which good funds have not yet been 
received. On any past due accounts, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, without notice, 
to extend credit and impose carrying charges (as described below). Buyers agree to pay 
reasonable attorneys fees and cost incurred to collect past due accounts. Any invoice 
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not paid by the Default Date will bear a five percent (5%) late fee on the invoice amount. 
Buyers personally and unconditionally guarantee payment in full of all amounts owed 
to Stacks Bowers. Any person submitting bids on behalf of a corporation or other en¬ 
tity by making such bid, agrees to be personally jointly and severally liable for the pay¬ 
ment of the purchase price and any related charges and the performance of all Buyer 
obligations under these Terms of Sale and Stacks Bowers reserves the right to require a 
written guarantee of such payments and obligations. Bidders who have not established 
credit with Stacks Bowers must furnish satisfactory information and credit references 
and/or deposit at least twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction Sale 
session(s) or such other amount as Stacks Bowers may, in its sole and absolute discre¬ 
tion require before any bids from such Bidder will be accepted. Deposits submitted 
will be applied to purchases. Any remaining deposits will be promptly refunded, upon 
clearance of funds. 

7. Sales Tax. Buyers will be charged all applicable sales tax, including Buyers who 
pick up at this Auction or shipments to Buyers in California and New York without a 
valid Resale Certificate which has been provided to the Auctioneer prior to the auc¬ 
tion. Please note that the purchase of any coin or bullion lot(s) with a price, including 
the Buyers Premium, in excess of: (i) One Thousand Dollars ($1,000), for auctions 
held in Maryland, are exempt from Maryland sales tax, and (ii) One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($1,500) are exempt from California sales tax. These exemptions do 
not apply purchases of currency. Purchases of coins and currency are exempt from 
sales tax in Illinois. Please note, this is not, and is not intended to be, a complete 
description of applicable sales tax laws in all jurisdictions. In the event any applicable 
sales tax is not paid by Buyer that should have been paid, even if not such tax was 
not collected by Stacks Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, 
Buyer nonetheless remains fully liable for and agrees to promptly pay such taxes on 
demand, together with any interest or penalty that may be assessed by the taxing 
authority. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms of 
Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com¬ 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for 
the reasonable cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including 
reasonable attorneys fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. 
Notice of the sale shall be by U.S.P.S. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the 
address utilized on the Bid Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or 
other last known address by Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the 
satisfaction of any damages occasioned by Buyer s breach, then to any other indebt¬ 
edness owed to Stacks Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, handling 
charges, carrying charges, the expenses of both sales, sellers fees, reasonable attor¬ 
neys fees, costs, collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses in¬ 
curred. Buyer shall also be liable to Stacks Bowers for any deficiency if the proceeds 
of such sale or sales are insufficient to cover such amounts. 

Buyer grants to Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any sums 
due, or found to be due to Stacks Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, 
current, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or control 
of Stacks Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and 
assignees. In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Stacks 
Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and 
their proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the pos¬ 
session of Stacks Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due 
to Stacks Bowers and its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying 
charges, sellers fees, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. 
Buyer grants Stacks Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such 
items, and to assign such interest to any affiliated or related company or any third 
party deemed appropriate by Stacks Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in 


full by the Default Date, a carrying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per 
month may be imposed on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event this 
interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the 
maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be al¬ 
located to principal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorney s fees, court costs and 
other collection costs incurred by Stacks Bowers or any affiliated or related company 
to collect past due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action 
or proceeding arising out of or related to the Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves 
the right to assign its interest to any third party. To the extent that the Buyer for any 
lot consists of more than one person or entity, each such person or entity is jointly 
and severally liable for all obligations of the Buyer, regardless of the title or capacity 
of such person or entity. Stacks Bowers shall have all the rights of a secured creditor 
under Article 9 of the California Commercial Code and all rights of the consignor to 
collect amounts due from the Buyer, whether at law or equity. 

9. Shipping. It is the Buyers responsibility to contact Stacks Bowers after the sale to 
make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile nature of some lots, 
Stacks Bowers may elect not to assume responsibility for shipping or packing, or may 
charge additional shipping and handling. Lots indicated as being “framed” or that are 
specifically identified in the catalog are shipped at Buyers risk. All taxes, postage, ship¬ 
ping, if applicable, handling, insurance costs, the Buyer s Premium, and any other fees 
required by law to be charged or collected will be added to the invoice for any lots 
invoiced to Buyer. All lots shipped to foreign countries will be billed an additional one- 
half percent (1/2%) for insurance (minimum of $ 10). For any lots delivered outside the 
United States, the declaration value shall be the item (s) hammer price plus its buyers 
premium. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused or resulting from seizure 
or destruction under quarantine or customs regulation or confiscation by order of any 
government or public authority. All lots will be shipped FOB Destination, freight pre¬ 
paid and charged back. Title and risk of loss pass to the Buyer at the destination upon 
tender of delivery. Acceptance of delivery constitutes acceptance of the purchased lots. 
Inspection of the purchased lots is not required for acceptance. Any and all claims 
based upon Buyers failure to receive a purchased lot, Buyer s receipt of a lot in damaged 
condition, or otherwise related to delivery, must be received in writing by Stacks Bow¬ 
ers no later than the earlier of thirty (30) days after payment, or the date of the Auction 
Sale (the “Outside Claim Date”). As Buyers may not receive notification of shipment, 
it is Buyers responsibility to keep track of the Outside Claim Date and make timely 
notification of any such claim. The failure to make a timely claim, time being of the 
essence, shall constitute a waiver of any such claim. Orders paid by credit card will only 
be shipped to the verified address on file with the credit card merchant. 

10. DISCLAIMER AND WARRANTIES. NO WARRANTY OF MERCHANTABIL¬ 
ITY OR FITNESS FOR A PARTICULAR PURPOSE IS MADE OR IMPLIED ON 
ANY LOT. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE 
WITH RESPECT TO ANY LOT EXCEPT FOR WARRANTY OF TITLE, AND IN 
THE CASE OF TITLE, AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAT RIGHT OR TITLE 
TO THE LOT THAT THE CONSIGNOR MAY HAVE AS OF THE AUCTION SALE 
DATE. ALL LOTS ARE SOLD “AS IS” AND WITH ALL FAULTS. PURCHASER 
HEREBY ASSUMES ALL RISKS CONCERNING AND RELATED TO THE GRAD¬ 
ING, QUALITY, DESCRIPTION, CONDITION, AUTHENTICITY, AND PROV¬ 
ENANCE OF A LOT. 

a. COINS AND CURRENCY LISTED IN THIS CATALOG GRADED BY PCGS, 
NGC, ANACS, ICG, PCGS CURRENCY, PMG, PCGS BANKNOTE GRADING, 
CMC OR ANY OTHER THIRD PARTY GRADING SERVICE OR EXAMINED BY 
THE BUYER PRIOR TO THE AUCTION SALE MAY NOT BE RETURNED FOR 
ANY REASON WHATSOEVER BY ANY BUYER, EXCEPT FOR CLAIMS RELAT¬ 
ED TO AUTHENTICITY. 

b. For non-certified coins and currency that have not been examined by the Buyer 
prior to the Auction Sale: if it is determined in a review by Stacks Bowers that 
there is a material error in the catalog description of a non-certified coin or cur¬ 
rency or the coin or currency is not authentic, such lot may be returned, provided 
written notice is received by Stacks Bowers no later than seventy-two (72) hours of 
delivery of the lots in question, and such lots are returned and received by Stacks 
Bowers, in their original, sealed containers, no later than fourteen (14) calendar 
days after delivery, in the same condition the lot(s) were delivered to the Buyer, 
time being of the essence.

c. If an item or items are returned pursuant to the terms herein, they must be 
housed in their original, sealed and unopened container. 

d. Late remittance or removal of any item from its original container, or altering a 
coin constitutes just cause for revocation of all return privileges. 

e. Grading or condition of rare coins and currency may have a material effect on 
the value of the item(s) purchased, and the opinion of others (including indepen¬ 
dent grading services) may differ with the independent grading services opinion 
or interpretation of Stacks Bowers. Stacks Bowers shall not be bound by any prior, 
or subsequent opinion, determination or certification by any independent grading 
service. 

f. Questions regarding the minting of a coin as a “proof” or as a “business strike” 
relate to the method of manufacture and not to authenticity. 

g. All oral and written statements made by Stacks Bowers and its employees or 
agents (including affiliated and related companies) are statements of opinion only, 
and are not warranties or representations of any kind, unless stated as a specific 
written warranty, and no employee or agent of Stacks Bowers has authority to vary 
or alter these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the 
right to vary or alter the Terms of Sale, either generally or with respect to specific 
persons or circumstances, in its sole discretion. Any variation or alteration shall be 
effective only if in writing and signed by an officer of Stacks Bowers authorized to 
do so. 

h. Stacks Bowers is acting as an auctioneer. Title to the lots purchased passes di¬ 
rectly from the Consignor to the Buyer. Accordingly, Stacks Bowers is not making, 
and disclaims, any warranty of title. 

i. Bidders shall have no recourse against the Consignor for any reason whatsoever. 

j. Bidder acknowledges that the numismatic market is speculative, unregulated and 
volatile, and that coin prices may rise or fall over time. Stacks Bowers does not 
guarantee or represent that any customer buying for investment purposes will be 
able to sell for a profit in the future. 

k. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Stacks Bowers, nor its employees, 
affiliates, agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be 
unimpaired, uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such 
events. 

11. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assign¬ 
ees, generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Stacks 
Bowers, and its respective affiliates, parents, officers, directors, shareholders, agents, 
subsidiaries, employees, managers and members and each of them, and their respec¬ 
tive successors and assignees from any and all claims, rights, demands and causes 
of actions and suits, of whatever kind or nature, including but not limited to claims 
based upon Auctioneers negligence, whether in law or equity, tort or otherwise, 
whether known or unknown, suspected or unsuspected (a “Claim”), which Bidder 
may assert with respect to and/or arising out of, or in connection with any challenge 
to the title to or authenticity of any goods purchased, the sale itself, any lot bid upon 
or consigned, and/or the auction, except where such Claim is otherwise expressly 
authorized in these Terms of Sale. It is the intention of Bidder that this waiver and 
release shall be effective as a bar to each and every Claim that may arise hereunder or 
be related to the Auction Sale, and Bidder hereby knowingly and voluntarily waives 
any and all rights and benefits otherwise conferred upon him by the provisions of 
Section 1542 of the California Civil Code, which reads in full as follows: 

“A GENERAL RELEASE DOES NOT EXTEND TO CLAIMS WHICH THE CREDI¬ 
TOR DOES NOT KNOW OR SUSPECT TO EXIST IN HIS OR HER FAVOR AT THE 
TIME OF EXECUTING THE RELEASE, WHICH IF KNOWN BY HIM OR HER 
MUST HAVE MATERIALLY AFFECTED HIS OR HER SETTLEMENT WITH THE 
DEBTOR.” 

12. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning proceeds 
of any sale, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter-pleader 
proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other applicable 
party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys fees and costs. 
Stacks Bowers reserves the right to cancel or postpone the Auction Sale or any ses¬ 
sion thereof for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have any claim as a result 
thereof, including for incidental or consequential damages. Neither Stacks Bowers 
nor any affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or conse¬ 
quential damages arising out of any failure of the Terms of Sale, the auction or the 


conduct thereof and in no event shall such liability exceed the purchase price, premi¬ 
um, or fees paid. Rights granted to Bidders under the within Terms and Conditions 
of Auction Sale are personal and apply only to the Bidder who initially purchases the 
lot(s) from Stacks Bowers. The rights may not be assigned or transferred to any other 
person or entity, whether by sale of the lot(s), operation of law or otherwise. Any 
attempt to assign or transfer any such rights shall be absolutely void and unenforce¬ 
able. No third party may rely on any benefit or right conferred by these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction Sale. 

Any dispute arising out of or related to these Terms of Sale, the Auction Sale or any 
lot, with the sole exception of actions by Stacks Bowers to collect amounts owed 
to it and other damages, shall be submitted to binding arbitration pursuant to the 
commercial arbitration rules of the American Arbitration Association, with any ar¬ 
bitration hearing to occur in Orange County, California. Absent an agreement of 
the parties, the arbitrator shall limit discovery to that which is necessary to enable 
the hearing to proceed efficiently. The arbitrator shall not have the power to award 
punitive or consequential damages, nor alter, amend modify any of the terms of 
this Agreement. The award by the arbitrator, if any, may be entered in any court 
having jurisdiction thereof. Each party shall pay one-half the costs of the arbitra¬ 
tion. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that the competent courts of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia shall have exclusive in personam jurisdiction, subject to the requirement to 
arbitrate, over any dispute(s) arising hereunder, regardless of any party’s current 
or future residence or domicile.
